mence this fall. 
A lthough none of the local offi­ 
cials had any further inform ation to 
give the Telegraph than that from 
Vice P resident C. A. Munroe, pub­ 
lished last evening, it is understood 
that plans for the big plant, which 
will cover the two blocks of ground 
owned by the company, have bene 
practically completed by the drafts­ 
men and that the officials are anx­ 
ious th at the work be started as soon 
as possible, as the erection and equi,\ 
ment of the big plant will require 
considerable time. 
Want Part o f Street. 
The company will ask the council 
To vacate th a t part of College avenue 
north of th e tracks, in order that 
the big plant can be completed. In­ 
asmuch as the establishm ent of the 
big plant here more than fulfills any 
of the prom ises the com pany 
has 
made in Dixon, and the street is of 
very little value, as there is an out­ 
let to the river just one block west 
of College avenue, it is not thought 
there will be any serious opposition 
to the vacation of a small strip of 
ground to aid in the building of 
a 
plant of such magnitude.

It is understood that within a few 
days District Superintendent 
Treat 
will put a force of men at work raz­ 
ing the grandstand and fences 
on 
Athletic park and clearing the block 
west of the park, which the company 
recently purchased from F, A. W at­ 
son.
